seers of the poor, the mayor IK to have absolute power of removal without 
assigning any cause.

pen tho mayor can remove the commission: the new commission can remove 
the old superintendent nnd the new superintendent can remove all subordin- 
ates. Thus then not only the commission but the entire force could be re- 
moved by every new mayor Inaugurated. 
Hut we assume that the mayor 


•who would bave the hardihood to bring the Institution thus into the mire of 
politics would thereby Incur the condemnation of the public at large.

But very little solo leather Is 
made in Massachusetts—Induod, very 
little leather of any kind. And bonco 
wo must buy leather from tho leather 
trust, at whatever price It may fix. 


Again, in these 645 factories we 


must use enormous quantities of coal. 
But Now England produces no coal; 
therefore wo must buy It from the 
coal trust. Wo cannot buy cither cool 
or leather abroad, because there la a 
high tariff on both. Tho result In that 
wo aro obliged to pay 16 per cent, 
more for our leather than we ought 
to pay, and nearly $1 a ton more for 
the coal wo use. Such great and un- 
necessary burdens upon our Industries 
nro almost unbearable. 


I notice tho Republican speakers 


have made statements attempting to 
frlghUn our working people, and warn- 
ing them of the panlo of 1893, saying: 
"We do not billovo you want to yo 
through with another panic like that. 
We believe that you at that time got 
all of the reduction In tariff that you 
wanted." This all aounds very nice 
to the people who do not know or 
romombor what caused the panlo in 
1803. The rtal fact la that the tariff 
bill, which was passed by Congress In 
the saving of 1894, did not take ef- 
fect until nsitrly a year after the panic 
begcn.

The answnr tu this Is a general one.

It lu n notorious fact Unit the loading 
bituminous co»l producern of the South 
and Went nro formulating a dcmund 
for the removal of the duty on coal 
iKjtwoon the (Inltnd States nnd Canada. 
Tho balance of trade In coal 
would 


xtlll be with tho United States at the 
ratio of three to one. Our output of 
coal would bo Increased rather than 
reduced. As Cimuda has for 30 yearn 
fixed her coal duty ul about the nnmo 
rate fixed by tho United Stales, It la 
prnbahlo that free coul In our sched- 
ules would result In fro'i coal In Ca- 
nadian schedules. Because of the duty 
of 67 centn per ton we are at present 
paying nearly a dollar a ton more for 
our cool than we ought to pay.

tariff on hides was a eorlous handicap 
to the business, Ko also tostlflod "that 
the tarlfj ,ia hldeu Increased tho price 
of tlcmciitki hl6>n by the amount of tho 
duty." 'f^iln duty Is 15 per cent. As 
It does not c° to th' government, It 
must go to swsll the profits of tho 


C? trust. 
It is pr&bably true, a« Mr. Lapham 


said, tltat the duty of 15 per cent, on 
hides does Increase the profits of thn 
leather trust end greatly increase thoso 
of tho beof truol.

Its 
fostering of a strong feeling of sister- 
hood among persons engaged In ono of 
the hardest working trades known to 
womankind—took Its rise In the brain 
of a man. 


Mine. Baker Is president of tho asso- 


ciation. Her headquarters arc now In 
New York, where she also publishes a 
periodical for dressmakers, which sho 
started some years ago. Her husband 
Is Its business manager. 


Mine. Baker says that some American 


designers of costumes aro as good as 
any In Paris, which shows the artistic 
talent In our country, and that not only 
In the groat cities, for the gown which 
obtained the Jl.OOO prize nt the recent 
convention was designed at Wllkesbarro 
by one of Just tho class of costumers 
the association was formed to aid, tho 
dressmakers of tho smaller cities nnd 
towns, those with no leisure nnd llttlo 
opportunity to get away from tho eter- 
nal click, click of their machines. 


Nearest and dearest to tho heart of 


Its founder Is this association. Just 
now she thinks %somc resourceful cos- 
turner ought to design a successful 
dress for business women, whoso num- 
bers aro Increasing so rapidly. 
She 


pronounces against tho wearing of os- 
trich plumes, frills, furbelows and partv 
rigs In general to and from one's dally 
olllce and shop duties. Tho business 
woman's dress, sho considers, should ba 
neat and trim—above all. convenient, 
but entirely unobtrusive, like the cos- 
tumes the most fashionable millionaire 
ladles of New York society wear upon 
the street. Women worth millions can 
give a valuable lesson to the working 
girl In the matter of quiet dressing for 
tho street and for business. 


Another mistake Mme. Baker finds 


somo American women make Is to ride 
In street cars arrayed In costumes that 
should bo worn only by carriage wom- 
en. Dress of any kind calculated to at- 
tract attention should be hidden from 
the eye of the street public. Sho hopes 
all women will learn to observe this 
general rule. 


Mme. Baker deplores, too. the dismal, 


terribly gloomy black mourning In 
which many women shroud themselves. 
U suggests death and tho gravo wher- 
ever Its wearer appears. Fortunately 
fashion now permits much whlto and 
gray to bo worn with mourning dress. 


A national school of dressmaking Is 


one of Mme. Baker's hopes and alms. 
It will bo a school where through years 
of patient, most careful work and effort 
American would be costumers mny 
learn their trade In tho only way that 
will over enable them to compete with 
those of Paris.

THE STRENUOSITY 


OF WOMAN'S WORK. 


N 


OT long ago I listened to an ad- 
dress by P. Ramanathan, a 
learned oriental. He had nover 


been In America before and gave us 
some of his Impressions of trip people 
here. Among other things, he said: 


"Americans talk Incessantly fourteen 


hours a day—rattle, rattle, rattle, from 
morning till night!" 


Since tho learned Hindoo during his 


stay among us had been associated es- 
pecially with women, the lecture-at- 
tending half of the population In tho 
United States, really. J could not help 
taking that observation as pereonal to 
the feminine sex. 
"Rattle, rattle, rat- 


tle, fourteen hours a day!" I have been 
meditating on U. taking notes and sum-' 
mlng up conclusions. I find, first, that 
women arc quite generally lacking In 
nervo control: tiiat far too few of them 
have tho power to remain calm, steady 
and strong In trying situations. There 
seems no reserve nerve force for them 
to fall back on. 


The second point arrived at from ac- 


tual observation Is that many women 
uso exactly four times as many words 
as they need to do or should do In mak- 
ing a simple statement. For Instance, 
on tho street the other day a mother 
was taking her little three-year-old girl 
out for an airing. 
The mother had 


stopped to speak to an acquaintance. 
Tho child was attracted to something 
on the sidewalk. Suddenly tho mother 
started up and screamed at tho Infant: 


"Come along, Lllllc! Hurry up right 


away quick this minute. If you don't 
run, I'll go off and leave you! 
Hurry 


up, now!" 


The child was used to this sputtering 


and spluttering, evidently, for she did 
not quicken her paco by a hair's 
breadth. The mother would have made 
qulto us strong an Impression und con- 
served all the nerve energy she wasted 
in pronouncing twenty-three words In- 
stead of three If she had said simply, 
but calmly and distinctly, "Come along, 
Llllle." 


That Is woman's way. 
Tho next morning I was passing along 


ft street leading to a park. It was Sun- 
day, and a father was taking Ms llttlo 
girl, perhaps two and a half years old, 
for a walk. The child stopped and sat 
down upon a step. Her father looked 
at her and said, "Come along, baby," 
and walked leisurely on. "Oh, no," said 
the child. "I goln' to stay here." 
• "All right," answered papa, "stay 
there, then," not stopping a moment 
In his slow walk, not even looking back. 
Baby, saw It and got off the step at 
once, .calling, "I comln', I'lapa," and hur- 
ried her small feet to overtake her fa- 
ther. 


That Is man's way. 
In the park I passed various women, 


most of them talking as hard and as 
fast as they could, pouring out their 
precious nervo forco In Jerky, super- 
abundant vocabulatlon. 
• "I says to him, I nays, 'I don't bcllovo

and while It Is of a very myHterlous 
nature, it Is not thought thai ll was 
the work of an Incendiary. The total 
loss, by fire and water, will amount to 
about J3000. The property and tenants 
are fully insnrod. - 


Tho fire had UH origin In a peculiarly 


ihapcd attic In the older part of the 
building In Jackson slrcct and owing to 
the zlg-zug construcllon of Ihe ninnj 
rooms and hallways on the attic lloor. 
It was dlincult 
for 
thu 
firemen 
to 


reach 
the blaze. 
Then aKnln. there 


being but one or two skylights for 
Ventilation, 
the Interior of the attic 


tVsomblcd n roaring furnace when first 
entered by the firemen. 


Shortly before 5 o'clock 
last night. 


Joseph Purcoll ,a inombor of the Alpine 
club, whose quartern nre on the third 
tloor of the building, detected a strong 
odor of smoke, and after opening tho 
air shaft which fronts In the billiard 
room of the club, he saw n blaze In 
progress. 
Hushing Into the hallway 


tin mot Joseph Wright, the janitor of 
the building, nnd after Informing him 
of 
the fire ran.across the street to 


where box 53 Is located and pulled In 
the alarm. 


In the 
meantime 
Mr. Wright was 


making his way up the dark and nar- 
row stairway which leads 
from 
the 


third to the fourth floors. Upon open- 
ing thn big door at the . top of 
tho 


stairs he was almost 
blinded by tho 


l.lnzo while the smoko poured through 
the doorway in huge volumes. 
The 


lire at this time was about n double 
lined chimney. 


The fire department was soon on the 


scene and us the extent of the nre 
was very deceiving from 
the outside 


the chemical line only was pulled up 
the stairs lo the fire, but Chief Hosmer 
upon seeing the extent of Hie blaze 
immediately ordered a line of hoso to 
jo used. 
The lire seemed to have Its 
origin 


about the chimney as the fire was the 
fiercest at that point, though It may 
have started in some other part of the 
room and communicated to the soot In 
the chimney. 
The chimney was ono 


of the old fashioned double flue chim- 
neys which had been used for many 
years. The peculiar 
feature of the 


chimney was the fact that It rested on 
the lloor beams of the top floor nnd 
thorc was no Inlet to It. 
It la thought 


that at one time the chimney extend- 
ed down to the basement, .but that In 
remodeling the building it was aban- 
doned, but why that portion In the 
attic was not removed when tho other 
mrt was Is what puzzles the firemen. 


When the firemen first entered 
the 


nttlc one corner of the chimney was 
opened. Whether it had been open for 
pome time or opened as a result of tho 
heat will be Investigated cither toduy 
or during the early part of tho week. 


The attic was used as a store room 


by O'lirlen Bros, tea merchants, and 
contained much paper, rubbish, crock- 
cry, sleds, children's carts and' other 
small things, which proved an 
easy 


irey for the flames.' The manner- In 
vhlch the material was strewn around 
the lloor greatly Impeded the progress 
ot thn firemen. 


After the fire had' been, practically 


extinguished a portion of the old chlm-

Almoat every labor meat- 
ure that was proposed last year was 
defeated by a.Legislature overwhelm- 
ingly Republican. Why were they 
afraid to allow thoee labor measures 
to come to mo? 
Simply 'became a 


Democratic Governor haa rarely boon 
known to veto labor meaaurea. Why 
did the Legislature the previous year 
pan aM the labor meaaurea that wore 
Introduced and send them to Gov. 
Bates? 
It was simply because they 


expected those measures to be vetoed, 
which they were. They merely shifted 
tho responsibility from themselves to 
Gov. Bates. 
Is not this fact enough

Massachusetts and the Tariff. 


For 10 or 12 years the Interest* of 


Massachusetts have beon Injuriously 
affected by our national tnrlff law; and 
our people now demand and will con- 
tinue to demand, until the law IB 
changed, such a reform In It as will 
enable us to procure the raw~mater!als 
used In our manufacturing Industries 
free of duty, that we may compote suc- 
cessfully with 'other countries In the 
markets of the world, We cannot com- 
pete In those markets merely by build- 
ing the Panama canal or acquiring 
possessions In the Pacific ocean or tho 
Caribbean sea, or establishing the 
"opan door" In China. So long ac our 
ttrlfT laws deprive us of the right to 
bay freely the materials which enter 
Into our manufactures we will be BO 
handicapped that we can do but flttlo 
business In foreign markets. 


Twenty or 30 years ago when our 


manufacturing establishments wore 
few and small, when our supply of 
raw material was abundant, near at 
hand and cheap, and when our homo 
market was poorly supplied with fin- 
ished 
products, 
our 
manufacturers 


flourished undor and In splto of high 
tariffs. But recent developments hnvo 
changed all this. Great manufacturing 
enterprises have been built up, which 
cannot bo supplied by our local re- 


shoes. But very little sole leather la 
made In Massachusetts—Indeed, very 
little leather of any kind. And bonce 
wo must buy leather from the leather 
trust, at whatever price It may fix. 


Again, In thcio 645 factories wo 


must use enormous quantities of coal. 
But New England produces no coal; 
therefore we must buy It from tho 
coal trust. We cannot buy either coal 
or leather abroad, because thoro Is a 
high tariff on both. The result Is that 
we are obliged to pay IB per cent, 
more for our leather than we ought 
to pay, and nearly (1 a ton more for 
the coal wo use. Such great and un- 
necessary burdons upon our Industries 
are almost unbearable. 


1 notice the 
Republican speakers 


hav« made statements attempting to 
frighten our working people, and warn- 
ing them of the panlo of 1803, saying: 
"We do not believe you want to go 
through with another panlo like that. 
We believe that you at that time got 
all of the reduction In tariff that you 
wanted." Thla all eounds very nloe 
to the people who do not knew or 
remember what caused the panlo In 
1893. The real fact Is that the tariff 
bill, which was passed by Congress In 
the spring of 1894, did not take ef- 
fect until nearly a year after the panle 
began. Thersforei It seems to me that 
It la folly to aay that the panlo of 
1893 was caused by a reduction of the 
tariff. If the speakers who are at- 
tempting to frighten the people will 
refer to the -history of this country 
they will find that the reduction of the 
tariff never produced a panic. 


Wo gather from tho speeches of our 


opponents that the great prosperity of 
this coutry Is due solely to tho protec- 
tive tariff, when, in fact, thoro are 
many reasons why this country Is 
prosperous. 
We have greater re- 


sources for tho production of gold than 
any other country, and we havo the 
most fertllo agricultural lands. These 
natural advantages, coupled with tho 
ackrcwlndgod ability of our working 
pooplo, enable us'to produce a great 
deal more than we can consume. 


Tho protective tariff la not solely tho 


Teuton of our prosperity. This coun- 
try has bean prosperous and will be 
prosperous In splto of the tnrIC, nl- 
thoufh If wo could havo frco raw ma- 
terials such as hides, coal, Iron, lum- 
ber end wood pulp, It would pli.ee us 


In h position In Masiachimutts nhoro 
wo could roach tha uiitrkctn of thu 
world with our manufacture*. 


Some Kontlomen lu tholr attompt to 


justify nnd perpinuato prosoni onoroun 
condltoiiD. aro prono to uiako fnlwi 
comparisons. Thuy asmuno that nlncfi 
Masincbusctts has Increased mora rap 
Idly tlmu other states In manufuotur 
lug during a period of 100 years, or 4ii 
years, or aomo other very long period 
covering tho development of our great 
Industries, that tha tamo Is truo ol 
tho preaent and will continue to bo tho 
caao without reforonoo to changed con 
dltlone. Such masoning Is wholly un- 
sound. Wo know that for 10 years, at 
loaat, our manufacturing Industries 
havo languished by reason of re 
tlons Imposed upon them by federal 
legislation. In order to ict at the 
real truth, let us compare conditions 
ns they exist In this state with thote 
existing lu other states at this tlmo. 


Our Peculiar Position. 


The three leading manufacturing 


states with reference to products of 
manufactures per capita of 
popula- 


tion, according to tho census of 1000. 
wero Connecticut, Rhode Island nnd 
Massachusetts. Each man, woman and

:IO,000. Wo are not an agricultural 
itste and cannot look to this Industry 
for the compensating relief which ag- 
riculture gives to thooo states whore 
the manufacturing Interest Is not so 
well established. In density of manu- 
facturing product we have three tlmos 
as much on every square mllo as tho 
groat manufacturing states of Penn- 
sylvania and New 
York. We may, 


therefore, justly claim that the revis- 
ion of tho tariff Is of greater moment 
to «vory citizen of Massachusetts than 
It Is to the citizens of any other state, 
excepting Rhodo Island 
and 
Con- 


necticut, 


The Democratic platform asks for a 


definite relief, which will enhance the 
prosperity of every section 
of 
the 


state, while tho Republican platform 
isks for "present action" In such a 
confused muddle of words as to leave 
It uncertain whether the tariff Is to bo 
reformed upward or downward, and 
whether tho relief Is to come now or at 
somo Indefinite future tlmo.

tion won npprovod by many of our 
lending citizens, Irrespective of purty 
linos. 


It Is safe to say that nine-tenths ol 


the people of Massachusetts want free 
coal. Free coul affects the Interests 
of nearly all of our people nud of nil 
our Industries. Why not a«k tho na- 
tional legislature for that which the 
prouperlty of our state demands? 


The annwor to this Is ft, general one. 


It Is assorted thul tho tnrlff on coal It 
a national question, and that as pa. 
trlotlo cltliens wo should suffer cheer. 
fully In order that the greater nuiu- 
her of our coal friends In other states 
may have reasonable protection. l)ut 
Is this so? Will freo coal Injure the 
coal Interests of Ohio, Indiana, 
sylvanln. West Virginia and Illinois? 
Our coal Holds aro In the Interior of 
.ho country. By the operation of our 
tariff law the manufacturers of Now 
England are placed at ths mercy of 
the great railroad and mining tutor- 
osts of the United States. These great 
ntorests can and do dictate the prlco 
of coal, to tho detriment of nil our 
cltlzons. In an ordinary year Canada 
)uys from us nearly three tlraos its 
nuch coal as we buy from her. A'mer- 
civa manufacturers prefer American 
coul, and with freo coal from Cixpu 
Breton there would be llttlo danger 
of Injury to tho cosl Industry of our 
country, Wo should still use Amerl 
can coal, but tho railroad 
combine 


would lose Us power to dictate prices. 
't IB a notorious fact that the leading 
bituminous conl producers of tho South 
and West are formulating a demand 
'or tho removal of the duty on coal 
ictweon the United Stales and Canada. 
I'ho balance of trade In conl 
would 


still bo with the United States at tho 
ratio of three to one. Our output of 
coal would bo Increased rather than 
reduced. As Canada has for 30 years 
fixed her coal duty at about tho same 
rate fixed by tho United States. It Is 
probable that free coal In our sched- 
ules would result In froo conl In Ca- 
nadian schedules. Because of tho duty 
of 67 osntb per ton wo are at present 
paying nearly n dollar a ton more for 
our coal than ^ye ought to pay. This 
dollar does not help the national gov- 
ornroont at all, but go»e to swell the 
profits of the conl barons of tho coun- 
try. 
Free uonl, then, would not re- 


duce tho revenue!) of the national gov- 
ernment; It would old ovory Interest 
In MBsnachunotts and Now Knglnnd, 
and would bo of far-reaching advan- 
tage to tho people at large.

ness sense and the hlghont patriotism 
unite In the demand for freo coal. 


Free Hideo. 


Of course, the duty on hides should 


como off. It Is a tax on Industry that 
benefits B very few people and Injures 
every one who wears hoots and shoes, 
or who Is engaged In tho manufacture 
of leather or leather goodn. 


Tho United Status Leather Com- 


pany, a corporation doing more than 
half tho solo leather tunning of the 
country, 
through Itn vice-president. 


Lewis H. Lapbam, testified before the 
Industrial commission In 1901 that the 
tariff on hides was a flerlous handicap 
to tho business. He also testified "that 
the tariff cm hides Increased tho price 
of domestic hides by the nraonnt of the 
duty." Tnls duty Is 1C per cent. As 
It does not go to tho government, It 


go to swell the profits of the 


beef trust. 


It Is probably true, an Mr. Laphara 


nald, that the duty of It per cent, on 
hides does Incrense the profits of tho 
leather trust and greatly Increase those 
of the beef trust. It should not be for- 
Gotten, however, that ths leather trust 
IB protected by n duty of 20 per cant. 
on leather, and that It In turn holds up 
the manufacturers of shoo, harness 
and other leather consuming Indus- 
tries, and charges them all the tariff 
will permit. If, RS reported, the beet 
trust has now obtained a controlling 
Intovoit In tho leather trust, there will 
ho no more quarrelling as to which 
trust gets tho lion's share of the

Dressmakers' Association

O .gain standing and recogni- 


tion for women engaged In 
the ancient and honorable oc- 
cupation of their sox was part 


of the plan of Mine, linker when four 
years ago she founded the National As- 
sociation of Dretftmakcrs. 
How she 


camo to establish it Is nn Interesting 
story, Interwoven as It Is with tho his- 
tory of her own life. 


Mine. Baker was born In Klmlra, N. 


Y. There as a girl, Nellie Jones, she 
went to school and lived till she accom- 
panied her parents to Kansas. 
Then, 


as happens to most girls, In due course 
she was married. Next, as also in these 
days happens frequently, misfortunes— 
or was It good fortune?—made It nec- 
essary a llttlo later for the young wife 
to earn her living. 


She had always been noted for her 


skill.and taste In planning and making 
her own gowns. Beauty and originality 
of design, cxqulslie sewing nnd orna- 
namental needlework had mado Nellie 
Jones' dresses famous among her worn1 
en acquaintances. 
Artistic gifts are 


not bestowed on tho wlcldcr of tho 
brush and modeler in clay alone. They 
are given as well to tho pller of the lit- 
tle needle. 


When she was obliged to earn money 


the friends who had envied her talent 
for beautiful costuming said to her: 


"Why don't you go to dressmaking? 


There's your chance.' 


Sewing by tho day In families first 


presented Itself. 
Young Mrs, Baker 


tried It for ono day. Sho went home at 
night so forlorn and discouraged that 
she shrank In terror from a future thnt 
held In It only going out sewing by tho 
day. 
Her brave, resourceful 
mind 


quickly framed a future. She borrowed 
some money and hired a small fiat In 
Chicago and went to live there with her 
little son. In the small apartment she 
opened a modest dressmaking shop. 


The young worker was and is a re- 


flnsd gentlewoman, with good will to 
all and malice toward none, comiclcn- 


. Uous to the last degree In her work, 


prompt and Careful In fulfilling her 
promises. 
Good to look at la she as 


well, with her fair, gentle face and dark, 
soft eyes. And then tho beautiful cos- 
tumes that, because of her artistic gift, 
ihe turned out! 


Work camo In, "piles and piles of It," 


far more than sho could do. Soon tin: 
imalj fiat was exchanged for a large 
houjc, and tho artistic dressmaker was 
at the head of an establishment which 
numbered more than a hundred employ- 
ee* on Its payroll. It showi what a 
(rand field there Is In America, for tho 


icad cenler of costume- designing. Pnr- 
s, twice a year and brought bark mod- 
el gowns to copy In modified form for 
tcr own customers. 
But her open, 


quick seeing eye took In everything In 
icr line of work, nnd her Intensely nc- 
ive mind brought back Ideas far moro 
,'aiuabio than oven the splendid gowns 
•<!io Imported. She begun to compare 
American dressmakers with those of 
1'nrls. Hero was plenty of native tnl- 
ent, 
but crude and untrained, almost 


wholly undeveloped In tho matter of 
nrtlstlc designing nnd color combina- 
tion. Tho dainty, careful sowing which 
characterizes French garments 
was 


lacking on thoso of American make. 
Tho French oxpcrtness with tho needle 
comes only by years of patient practice, 
n practice. American dressmakers cither 
could not or would not lake tlmo for. 


Women from Ihe Unllcd Slntos who 


havo had gowns made In Paris havo ob- 
served that It takes twlco as long thero 
lo have a garment completed as It dooo 
In America, and tho fact l» really tho 
reverse of crcdltnblo to tho costumer 
this sldo of the water. 
It hints too 


much of tho slop dash, pitch togelher 
slylo of work. 


Mine. Baker's costume displays nt her 


.shop became noted. Ono day n firm en- 
gaged In manufacturing linings, braids 
and dressmakers' supplies of nil kinds 
called on her and asked her If for a con- 
sideration she would permit their cus- 
tomers—special ones whom they should 
choose and send—to visit ''or place and 
inspect tho Imported costumes. 
Mme. 


Baker agreed. Tho first year 100 crafts- 
women, both from within and oulsldo

Of courso this was done by tho firm to 
advertise nnd sell their American mado 
linings and other goods in opposition to 
thoso Imported from Purls. 
But tho 


scheme occupied much of Mine. Baker's 
time, and dually one day her husband 
said: 


"Why don't you start an organization 


for dressmakers?" 


So tho present National Dressmakers' 


association, with Us membership of 
3.000 from nil parts ot the country, Its 
annual conventions 
nnd competitive 


display of original designs, Its lessons 
In cutting and fitting — above all. Its 
fostering of a strong feeling of slster- 
liood among porsons engaged in ono ot 
tho hardest working trades known to 
womankind—took Us rise In tho brain 
of a man. 


Mme. 
Baker is president of tho asso- 


ciation. Her headquarters are no\y In 
New York, where sho also publishes a 
periodical for dressmakers, which sho 
started somo years ago. 
Her husband 


Is Its business manager. 


Mmo. Baker says that some American 


designers of costumes are as good as 
any In Paris, which shows the artistic 
talent In our country, and that not only 
In the great cities, for the gown which 
obtained the $1.000 prize at the recent 
convention was designed nt Wllkcsbarro 
by ono of Just tho class of costumers 
the association was formed to aid, tho 
dressmakers of tho smaller cities and 
towns, those with no leisure and llttlo 
opportunity to get away from the ctcr. 
nal click, click of their machines. 


Nearest nnd dearest to tho heart of 


Its founder Is this association. Just 
now she thinks some resourceful cos 
turner ought to design a successful 
dress for business women, whoso num- 
bers are increasing so rapidly. 
Sho 


pronounces against tho wearing of os- 
trich plumes, frills, furbelows and party 
rigs In general to nnd from one's dally 
cilice and shop duties. The business 
woman's dress, sho considers, should bo 
neat and trim—above all, convenient, 
but entirely unobtrusive, like the cos- 
tumes tho most fashionable millionaire 
ladles of New York society wear upon 
the streel. Women worth millions can 
give a valuable lesson to the working 
girl tn the matter of quiet dressing for 
tho street and for business. 


Another mistake Mme, Baker finds 


somo American women make Is to ride 
In streel cars arrayed In coslumcs that 
should be worn only by carriage wom- 
en. Dress of any kind calculated to at- 
tract attention should b« hidden from 
tho eye of tho street public, Sho hopes 
all women will learn to observe this 
general rule. 


Mme. 
Baker deplores, too, tho dismal, 


terribly gloomy black mourning In 
which many women shroud themselves. 
It suggests death and the grave whsr- 
cver Its wearer appears. 
Fortunately 


fashion now permits much white and 
gray to bo worn with mourning dress. 


A national school of dressmaking Is 


one of Mine, Baker's hopes nnd alms. 
It will bo a school whcro through years 
of patient, most careful work and effort 
American would bo costumers may 
learn their trndo In tho only way that 
will ever enable them to compete with 
thoso of Paris.

THE STRENUOSITY 


.OF WOMAN'S WORK. 


N 


OT long ago I listened to an ad- 
dress by P. Jlamanntlinn, n 
learned oriental. 
Ho had never 


been In America before and gave us 
somo of. his Impressions of the people 
here. Among other things, ho snld: 


'Americans talk Incessantly fourteen 


hours a day—ratllo, rattle, rattle, from 
morning till night!" 


Since tho learned Hindoo during his 


stay among us had been associated es- 
pecially with women, the lecture-at- 
tending half of the population In the 
United States, really, I could not help 
taking that observation OH personal to 
tho feminine sex. "Rattle, rattle, rnt- 


, fourteen hours a day!" I have been 


meditating on It. taking notes and gum- 
ming up conclusions. I find, first, that 
women are quite generally lacking In 
nerve control; that far too few of them 
have tho power to remain calm, steady 
nnd strong In trying sltuallons. There 
seems no reserve ncrvo force for Ihem 
to fall back on. 


Tho second point arrived at from ac- 


tual observation Is that many women 
uso exactly four times as many words 
as they need to do or should do In mak- 
ing n simple statement. For Instance, 
on tho street the other day a molher 
was taking her little three-year-old girl 
out for an airing.

Threatened Fiske Block 


in Central St. 


PROMPT

FIREMEN SAVED IT 


The Blaze Started in an 


Attic Storeroom 


A serious biaio broke out In Ih 


storo room on tho top floor of the Xlsk< 
building nt the corner of Central niu 
Jackson streets shortly before 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon 
nnJ 
threatcnci 


the destruction of the building. 
Th< 


timely discovery of tho lire and th 
prompt work of the firemen who weri 
llrst on tho scene saved tho building 
If tho firo had broken out In tho mid 
die of tho nlsht or early In tho morn 
Ing tho chances of saving tho build 
Ins would have been difficult. 


Tho cause of tho lire Is unknown 


and while It Is of a very mysterloui 
nature. It Is not thought that it wai 
tho work of nn Incendiary. Tho tota 
loss, by flro and water, will amount W 
nbout 13000. Tho property nnd tenants 
aro fully Insured. 


Tho flro had Its origin In n peculiar^ 


shaped attic In tho older part of thi 
building In Jackson street nnd owing t< 
the zig-zag construction of tho mans 
rooms and hallways on the attic lloor 
It wns difficult 
for tho 
firemen 
to 


tench the blaze. 
Then again, then 


Relng but ono or two nkyllghts 
foi 


Ventilation, 
tho Interior of the nttli 


sVsombled a roaring furnaco when llrsi 
entered by tho firemen. 


Shortly before E o'clock last night 


Joseph Purcell ,a member of the Alpine 
cluh, whoso quarters aro on tho third 
floor of tho building, detected n strong 
odor of smoke, and after opening tho 
air shaft which fronts In the bllllarc 
room of the club, lie saw a blaze In 
progress. 
Rushing Into tho hallwa] 


he met Joseph Wright, tho Janitor of 
tho building, and after Informing, him 
of 
tho fire ran across the street to 


whero box GS Is located and pulled In 
tho alarm. 
In, the meantime Mr. Wright was 


making his way up tho dark and nar- 
row stairway which leads from 
tho 


third to tho fourth floors. Upon open- 
Ing the big door at the top ot tho 
stairs he wns almost blinded by the 
blaze while tho smoko poured through 
the doorway In huge volumes. 
-The 


llro nt this time was about a double 
fined chimney. 
The flro department was soon on the 


scene nnd as tho extent of the flro 
was very deceiving from 
tho outsldo 


the chemical line only was 
pulled up 


the stairs to tho .flro, but Chief Jlosmcr 
upon seeing tho extent of the blnzo 
Immediately ordered a line of hoso to 
be used. 
Tho flre seemed to have Its origin 


nbout tho chimney as the flro was tho 
fiercest at that point, though It may 
have started In some other part of tho 
room and communicated to tho soot In 
the chimney. 
Tho chimney was ono 


nf the old fashioned double flue chim- 
neys, which had been used for many 
years. Tho peculiar feature of 
tho 


chimney wns tho fact that It rested on 
the floor beams of tho top floor nnd 
there was no Inlet to It. 
It Is thought 


that at one tlmq tho chimney extend- 
ed down to the basement, but that In 
remodeling the building It was aban- 
doned, but why that portion In the 
nttlc was not removed when the other 
part was Is what puzzles tho firemen. 


When the firemen first entered 
the 


attic one corner of the chimney was 
opened. Whether It had been open for 
some time or opened as a. result of the 
heat will be Investigated cither today 
or during the early part of tho wcok. 


The attic was used as a store room 


by O'Brlen Bros, tea merchants, and 
contained! much paper, rubbish, crock- 
cry, sleds, children's carts and1 other 
small things, which proved an easy 
prey for tho flames. The manner In 
which tho material, was strewn around 
the floor greatly Impeded the progress 
of thn firemen. 


After the flre had' been practically 


extinguished a portion of tho old chim- 
ney came down with a 
crash"- and 


smashed through the flooring Into the 
hallway below, some of the protective 
men and reporters who were In the 
hallway having narrow escapes from 
being struck an* Injured. 


During the progress of the flre the 


offices of Drs. W. H. Downs, Robert 
E. Bell and J. C. Irish were flooded 
with v-ater. A room used as n labora- 
tory on the third floor was completely 
drenched and Dr. Bell worked hard 
In putting the protective blanket over 
his goode. On tho floor below his prop- 
erty wns all covered and the loss will 
be principally that to rugs nnd odd 
pieces of clothing. 


Th;.- loss to the goods of O'Brien 


Bros, will amount to about J1000. 
A 


good deal of the goods stored In tho 
attic were either burned or broken. 
Henry O'Brien, of the firm of O'Brien 
Bros., stated to a reporter last night 
that no one from the store had' been In- 
to tho attic since early Thursday 
morning.
